On a district basis there is presently 76.6

An agreement is required to be entered into 

by the Ministry of Housing and the Corporation 


of the City of Mississauga, pursuant to the 
Housing Development Act. 


This office has received a copy of the aforementioned 
agreement for execution by Council. Upon reviewing 
the agreement and subsequent discussions with the 
Finance Department and the Ministry of Housing, it 
would appear that Council may consider an amendment to 
Clause 2 of the agreement. 


The aforementioned clause in part states: 


"A list of the non-profit housing supplement 

a ts which the Minister has entered into 
with various owners to date is attached hereto 

as Schedule "A" and it is agreed that same will 

be added to from time to i as further agree- 
ments are conc cover further units, and/or 
extending the terms under the existing agreements." 





If the above clause were to remain as is, the Minister 
would have authority to enter into agreements with 
various owners to provide housing accommodation. 

After the agreements have been executed, Schedule “A" 
of the City agreement would, upon notification by 

the Minister, be amended to include these additional 
units. The City then would be required to assume 

75% of the operating expenses incurred on those 
additional units. However, Council would not be 

made aware of the specific related cost. 


It is this department's recommendation that Council 
amend Clause 2 of the proposed Community Sponsored 
Housing Program - Municipal Subsidy Agreement to 

state that each individual non-profit project will

The purpose of this report is as follows: CLERK'S DEPAR~M-NT 
a. To comment on the general problem which has been raised by 


Council with respect to the conversion of recreational facilities 
in apartment buildings (both rental and condominium) to a 
private (i.e. commercial) health club use; 


b. To comment on the opening of such private recreational facilities 
to membership by the general public; 


‘9% Cc. To supplement an earlier report by this department, dated 
May 19th, 1977; 


d. To seek instructions with respect to an appeal to the Ontario 
Municipal Board from a Committee of Adjustment decision which 
approved such a conversion. 


BACKGROUND: The nature of the problem might best be explained by 
reference to the application which.was before the 
Committee of Adjustment: 


An apartment building which is located on Hurontario 
Street, south of the Queensway, was constructed to 
include recreational facilities for the use of the 
apartment residents. The owners of the apartment 
building applied to the Committee of Adjustment in 
1974 to operate these facilities as a private health 
club whereby all members (including the tenants) would 
be required to pay dues for the use of these facilities. 
The application also sought permission to extend 
membership to persons residing outside the apartment 
ge Membership dues are somewhere in the area 
of $40.00 per year for adults and $10.00 for children. 


The apartment owners applied to the Committee of 

a Adjustment again in April of this year to extend the 
previous gage and to increase the numbers of outside 
residents which could be admitted to the club. 
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The Legal Department undertook an appeal of the 
Committee of Adjustment decision approving this 
application because of a concern which had been 
expressed to this department by members of Council, 
and to protect the City's appeal rights in the 
event that Council felt it appropriate to pursue 
the matter. 


THE CAUSE OF THE PROBLEM: 


IMPLICATIONS : 


The applicants stated the following reasons for the 
application: 


1. They cannot afford to maintain these facilities 
without charging membership fees or without substantially 
increasin e rents. In this time of rent controls 

the rent increases are not available to then. 


2. They need to admit outside residents to membership 
because there is insufficient use of the facilities 
by residents of the building itself to make the 
facilities financially viable. 


1. The greatest implication of these conversions 
would arise from the fact that residents outside the 
apes teen building would be invited to join the club. 
is factor would increase the commercial aspect of 
the use; it would increase the traffic to and from 
the site and would extend the demand for parking on 
the site. The parking provisions in the zoning by-law 
do not anticipate this kind of use of residential 
properties. Nor would the site plan process have made 
accommodations for the use, since at the time of approval 
the recreational facilities were anticipated to be 
available to the residents alone. 


2. By the conversion of these recreational facilities 
into a dues-paying club operation, a commercial use 
is introduced into a residential building. 


In the specific case at hand it may be possible to 

argue that such use is minor in the circumstances 

because the lands are zoned 'RC' (which permits 
residential and commercial uses) and because the 

subject lands are located near the City Core, and area 

of commercial concentration. However, these arguments 
would not exist in other case of conversions in areas —_ 
zoned for purely residential purposes. 
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There are other zones which are specifically meant 

to accommodate such use and there is no zone which 
specifically envisions a club operation in conjunction 
with a residential use. 


3. If these conversions are allowed to proliferate, 
it may even be that an impact of one form or another 
will be had on the City's own Parks and Recreation 
facilities and programmes. 


The problem as outlined - d the apartment owner would 
appear to suggest three t ings: 


a. if the facilities are not allowed to convert to 
private club use as proposed, they will close 
down altogether; 


b. there is not the demand for these facilities that 
might have been anticipated at the time they were 
built into the apartment building; 


c. if paragraphs a and b are not the case, then there 
is no need for such conversion and it is pr ted 
only by the profit motive at the expense of 
residents of the building. 


This is a fairly complex issue which should be debated 
by Council. However, the alternatives would seem to 
be as varied as the following: 


1. Apartment owners should be prohibited from converting 
recreational facilities to private club operation and 
those facilities which cannot be sustained financially 
should be allowed to close up. Where apartment owners 
feel that they can support such facilities ay should 
be allowed to provide them; however, they should not 
be permitted to obtain a commercial use indirectly when 
we would not allow them to do so directly. That is to 
say, the zoning by-law does not permit this type of 
commercial use in an apartment building and we cannot 
permit our zoning by-law to be subverted simply because 
apartment owners discover at a later date that they 
cannot afford the facilities which they have provided. 


2. The zoning by-law should be amended to provide 

that private health clubs may be operated in conjunction 
with a residential use. Appropriate adjustments would 
have to be made in the parking standards to accommodate 
such use, and other such matters would have to be dealt 
with in the site plan process. (It may, for instance, be 
appropriate to limit the number of members of such clubs). 


é‘... 
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3. That such private clubs be required to limit their 
membership in such a club to the residents of the 
apartment in which such a club is located. (This, I 
should point out, may prove difficult to enforce).

> there be no Limit to the use of such private 
clubs. 


CONCLUSION: There is a need for Council to formulate a policy 
with respect to the conversion of recreational facilities 
of apartment complexes to private club use. 


The City Solicitor should be instructed as to Council's 
wishes with regard to Committee of Adjustment appeal 
pending before the Ontario Municipal Board.

COMMENTS : The Property Agent was instructed by Council at its 
meeting of February 14th, 1977 (General Committee, 
February 9th, 1977, Item #4, Recommendation #196) 
to negotiate the purchase of Lots 4 and 5 on 
Registered Plan M-154 in accordance with the terms 
set out in the report of the property agent of 
| February 3rd, General Committee. 


There presently exists an oral month-to-month residential 
tenancy on the premises municipally known as 
1189 Lorne Park Road. 


The Landlord and Tenant Act requires that notice be 
given to a tenant when the landlord desires premises 
for the purposes of demolition. The notice must be 
given at least 120 days prior to the date when the 
premises are required. 


A by-law is necessary to terminate a residential 
tenancy when the landlord is a municipal corporation. 


The Engineering Department advises that the land will 
be required on the lst of January, 1978 in order to 
construct the Lorne Park Grade Separation. 


RECOMMENDATION : 


That the Notice by landlord of termination for 
demolition dated the lst day of June 1977 be

As requested by the Engineering Department, we have 
been negotiating with White Birch Lands Limited, 

the owner of Lots 4 and 5 Plan M-154 for the purchase _ 
of the two lots. These are fully serviced single | 
family lots zoned R-2. Laterals are in and levies 
paid except City and Regional unit financial Levies. 


The City Engineering Department has instructed us that 
the land will be required in the future when the grade 
separation takes place at the intersection of the 

CNR Right-of-Way and Lorne Park Road. 


Lot 4 has a frontage of 74.55 feet on the West side 

of Queen Victoria Avenue, and an area of approximately 
8800 square feet as indicated on the enclosed plan. 

The lot is fully serviced including laterals and all 
of the levies have been paid with the exception of the 
City financial lot levy and the Regional financial lot 
levy. A study of sales of lots deemed to be comparable 
indicate a probable market value as a fully serviced 
lot with levies paid and ready for building permit of 
$47,000.00. From that figure we deducted the City 

levy of $1386.00 and the Regional levy of $828.95. 
These are the levies as adjusted to the Southam Con- 
struction Index in accordance with the City's _ 
Financial Agreement dated October 1, 1975 for Plan M 154

4 Lot 5 is a larger lot with frontage of 99.42 feet on the 
West side of Queen Victoria and a 150.3 foot frontage on 
Lorne Park Road for a total area of about 10,000 square feet. 
Because of its larger size and corner location, Lot 5 would 
be very suitable for the construction of a home by a medical 
doctor, dentist or chiropractor including a medical office 
as permitted by the zoning By-law. The lot is fully serviced 
including Laterals and all levies have been paid with the 
exception of the City financial lot levy of $1386.00 and the 
Regional lot levy of $828.95.
